PLAGUE PROBLEMS AND A — 
‘SUGGESTION. 


The plaque-carrying till in Indin,. 
in Hongkong, in Mauritius, in the Straits, 
and thopgh fierce war has been waged 
against him we ere 08 far as ever, it would 
seem, from stamping him out. There has 
come inta existence lately an Incorporated 
Society for the Destruction of ermin. 
which is the outcome of the work of such, 
men as Sir Patrick Manson, 
Dr Andrew Balfour, aud Dr Koch, Under 
the auspices of this society, with Sir 
Patrick Manson in the chair, Dr Louis 
Sambon, lecturer to the London School of 
Tropical Medicine, has just rend a paper 
on ‘Vermin o8 a, Disonse Carrier" at 
the Royal Society of Medicine. The 
burden of Dr Sambon’s argument was that 
we must, in matters of medical science, 
takeavery wide view 03 to what constitutes 
vermin. As for the rat and his connec 
with the spread of plague, Dr Sambon 
showed flat this pest was dreaded by the 
wise ‘men of tho Enet thousands of years 
ago, and by the Romans in olnssic times. 
Indeed, if we may accept the lecturer’s 
views, the worship of serpents, and more 
especially of the dondly cobra, was due 10 
the fact that these reptiles wera, regarded 
as servants of preventive modicine, ‘the 
aluyers of. disease-carrying rats.
